Punk in Greece started in late 77,with PARTHOGENSS IS 
as the firet Greek punk group.About 80-81 came the 2nd 
generation of punk groups like STRESS ,CUILLOTINE, 
AUSCHITZ,BRTHWARD etc,most of these groups are split 
now except STRESS & GUILLOTINE,who changed their name 
to EX-HUMANS. 

Now theres a kind of bloom in Greek punk,new bands 
are forming,theres a lot of gigs,and most of all,punx 
become more aware in all points of view. EX-HUMANS are 
about to release their 2nd LP after the quite succesaful 
first (Anofeli Epivicsi-Useless Survival) .Havoc, their 
guitarist/singer has formed a new HC outfit named 
ULTRA KAgS {nothing like originality huh?-Ed).GENIA TOU 
CHAOUS (Chace Generation) lost their singer, Jimis,who 
left for personal dif.erences.Theres rumoura also that 
they'll leave Enigma Records, 

ADIEXODO (Dead End) lost their female bassist,Mary, 
who was replaced by Costas (From PARAKMI) who now playa 
with both bands.They are now recording their LP which 
is going to be released around May. 

PARAKMI (Decay )are a newish fast HC band. They share 
bassist & guitarist with Se aee they'll do a Euro- 
pean tour with ADIEXODO in August/September, they are 
also recording a split tape with APOGNOSI (Despair) who MAV@A 10ANIKA 
are an excellent HC band.They are also thinking avout a vinyl release in the near future. 

MAVRA IDANIKA (Black Ideals) are doing nothing now,only news is that they have a new split 
tape with CHRONIC DISORDER from U.S.A. 

STRESS are carrying on as usual with new singer & drummer,but this new line-up lacks tightness 
& power,so its more than possible that they'll soon change drummer (again!).I've heard nothing 
about Franks PANX ROMANA,it seems that he is spending all his energy on his upcoming fanzine. 
Talking about fanzines now,seems that MAVRA IDANIKA are preparing the 3rd issue of their zine, 
which changes title each issue ! 

In Salonica now,SYCHAMA (Abominatéon) lost their bassist & guitarist,but they replaced them 
fairly easily & they are going to release a demo tape.The ex-guitarist of SYCHAMA now plays bass 
with GROVER who also lost members.It seems that they'l1 release a 7" EP sometime in the summer.
